Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues tlie sheets of Benson are not 
sheets of PVB; Examiner is not persuaded by this argument because Benson, Jr discloses an interlayer consisting of a pair of glass 
sheets comprised of polyvinyl butyral with an intermediate sheet of polyester (abstract). Additionally, the reference discloses the sheets 
are plasticized polyvinyl butyral (column 4,lines 3-4) where the thickness of the intermediate sheets are not limited to the invention and 
can be increased to raise the stiffness of the article (column 9, line 63 through column 10, line 5). Benson, Jr discloses using polyvinyl 
butryal and a sheet of polyethylene terephthalate (column 1 1 , lines 56-60). Applicant argues the instantly claimed invention would not be 
useful in the Frost laminate structure. Applicant offers no support for this assertion. Applicant argues contrary to the prior art, the 
present invention is directed to improved laminate stiffness and intrusion resistance, which is directed to intended use.A recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the 
prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963).
